Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as 
over Beming et al (WO 99/16264) in view of Stacey et ai (USP 6, 

Claim 1 now more clearly sets out that the present invention 
one type of service only, that of speech data, and that the same 
for the purposes of each user.
